PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To enrich a security function and to provide a 
high-flexibility using method such as the automation of environment setting 
by an individual user by replacing a password input with fingerprint 
collation by mounting a finger sensor on a system. 



SOLUTION: A CPU 1 controls no^inly various devices connected t?5T the system 
but also finger collation and environment setting according to a built-in 
program. When fingerprint sample data written in a memory are received in a 
finger collation mode, the CPU 1 compares these data with a fingerprint 
database preserved in a main storage device 2 and generates a trigger 
signal when the degree of correlation is higher than the preset threshold 
value of correlation. When the degree of correlation is lower than the 
threshold value, on the other hand, no trigger signal is generated. This 
trigger signal becomes a trigger for environment setting. Thus, the trigger 
signal is generated only when a person, who performs finger collation, is 
regarded as coincident with a person registered on the database. 
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
